I have installed a battery bank (consisting for now of two 

substantial car batteries) that I use as alternate power for my station. 
So far I have been simply charging them every few months with an 
automotive charger. The plot thickens: 


I picked up a wallwart at the Pacificon swapmeet that says it 

puts out 15V at 1.5A. I had intended it for testing of QRP rigs 

at 15V is the voltage I usually start with in the field. Unfortunately 
the open circuit voltage is more like 19V, so that purpose is not 

well served with this wallwart. So, I would presume that it could be 
used to tricke charge my battery bank with an appropriate charge 
control/regulator. 


I would appreciate detailed references as to how to build or 
where to buy such a device. Again, I have a 19V source that will 
likely sustain 15V at 1.5A and would like to trickle-charge a 
significant lead acid battery bank. 


Still stuck at 99 worked toward DXCC Millenium /QRP. Last one worked 
was a goodie though: ZM8CW, Kermadec. I just couldn't get VP2EY or 
HK7AAG to come back to finish it off.

The full-page Yaesu advertisement for the all-mode/all-band QRP FT-817 on 
the inside back cover of the December 2000 QST gives some information beyond 
what is available on the http://www.yaesu.com website:

Does this mean that the dual "VFOs" will allow full-duplex cross-band 
operation for satellite work? The supplied antenna appears to be a VHF/UHF 
rubber ducky. 


"OPTIONAL 10-POLE COLLINS MECHANICAL FILTERS: An optional filter slot is 
provided, accommodating either the YF-122S (2.3 kHz) SSB filter or the 
YF-122C (500 Hz) CW filter. You get "base station" performance even from a 
mountain top." 


I wonder if a 250-Hz filter might also be available. The bad news is that 
these great filters retail for $169. 


"DUAL-COLOR LIQUID CRYSTAL DISPLAY: Select from Blue or Amber display 
illumination, which can also be switched off to conserve battery life. And 
while you re away, the Spectrum Scope will provide you with a visual record 
of activity +/- 5 channels from your current operating frequency." 


According to an HRO sales rep, these dual colors are programmable. You 

don t order a radio with one or the other. I ve always associated spectrum 
scopes with big contest-grade desktop rigs. Is it possible that this rig, 
equipped with a Collins filter, may qualify as contest grade? Surely it 
couldn t really replace my K2 at home could it? 


The pictures show a carrying strap and dramatize its small size next toa 
modest keyer paddle and a laptop computer. The microphone seems like a 
giant next to the rig. The many controls appear to be well-designed for 
pedestrian mobile operation. Now, what kind of paddles could I attach to a 
climbing helmet?

The ARRL URL to 
the specification just returns you to the generic contest page. The 
other URL (http://www.kkn.net/~trey/cabrillo) exists, but the "spec" is 
impossible (at least for me) to interpret completely. 


This looks more like a work in progress than a finished product. The 
examples don't cover all the contest formats and I find nearly as many 
new questions as I do answers. CQ is apparently incorporating Cabrillo 
as well. 


As far as I know, there are no Linux logging programs which support 
Cabrillo and I was looking into a way of either hacking an existing 
program (one of the big advantages of open source) or even just 
outputting spreadsheet data into the required format, but threw up my 
hands after seeing the "specification" page. 


As a 47-year ARRL member, I am usually very supportive, but it looks 
like somebody messed up big this time.

Yes, I hope the ARRL will realize how the Cabrillo specs, as they 

have been posted, are really too vague for a programmer to follow 

and be sure of getting it right. I find it difficult to understand 

why these specs have never been recast into a more formal data 
processing form. (For instance, the character set should be 

specified, which would clarify the slash-zero issue. Every field 

should be individually described in terms of length and position.) 


I also hope the ARRL will release some kind of validation 
program that we can run BEFORE submitting the file, to check 
it for formatting errors, etc. But I'm not holding my breath.

Ten Tec has a nice coiled cord PTT hand mike supplied with their 2M radio 
kit and others. 


I was asked to see if it could be opened up and a switch added for other 
control functions on the k2. 


The mike has a shielded cord containing a black, red, and yellow wires. It 
has the traditional Ten Tec 4 pin mike plug, and those functions in the plug 
are voltage to the elctret mike element, audio from the mike, PTT control 
wire, and shield ground. 


Inside the mike, which is opened by removing 3 Phillips screws, 
(crosspoint), is an electret element, a DC blocking cap, which is an 
electrolytic, and a resistor to bias the eletret element. However all that 
fits in the main opening area where the element lives, which is a 1/2 inch 
diameter. There is a PTT bar operating a slide switch, having double pole 
double throw action, as far as I can tell by looking. I did not take time 


to use an ohm meter to trace the circuit. 


However, it looks similar to many mobile hand mikes, thus I feel confident 
that PTT switches both the control line to ground, and connects the mike 
audio to the rig. There is a crescent shaped plastic piece curling around 
the mike element mounting area, and it has pin and socket plastic locating 
pieces, to a similar crescent plastic piece molded into the back cover of 
the mike. This was a surprise, until I realized this is a strength member 
behind the hang up button shaped plastic piece on the mike case back cover, 
again identical to many mobile mikes. 


This mike has been used for Field Day operations with good reports ona 
variety of rigs, from the TT Scout QRP to an Atlas RX1-TX1. It should be a 
good choice for the K2 SSB operation.

The format specificatiions shown at 

http://www. kkn.net/~trey/cabrillo/qso-template.html seem to be pretty 
complete. These specs show where each data field is to begin in the data 
string, i.e., for Sweepstakes, 'QSO:' starts at the first position and 
continues for 4 spaces. The next entry, ‘'freq', starts at the 6th position 
(fifth is a blank space) and continues for 5 spaces. Position 10 ('0'), is 
another blank space. 'mo' starts as position 11, continues to position 12, 
13 is blank, and so on for the rest of the string. 


Each field in the string must be of the length specified, regardless of the 


data contained in that field. If the call sign is only 3 characters, for 
example, you must then add 7 blank spaces at the end of that call to 
complete the field. The total string length, per QSO, will be 79. Any more, 
or less, will not be accepted. Each contest has it's own specific format, 
which must be followed. 


The page at http://www.kkn.net/~trey/cabrillo/qso-template.html shows the 
information that is required before the QSO data is presented. 


Anyone having trouble interpreting this stuff might try to find someone 
nearby that is familiar with database structure for assistance.

I like to use a series lamp for a simple current limiter / fuse / charge 
indicator. Voltage rating somewhere around the difference between the 
voltage of your unregulated source and the discharged voltage of your 
battery. Under those conditions, the lamp is full brightness. As the 
battery voltage comes up, the lamp gets dimmer and current smaller. For 
car batteries, you might want some big honkin' lamps--maybe automotive 
type. Maybe a 6 volt of so, 6 watt lamp would work. Say your wall wart is 
pulled down to 17 volts at 1 amp. Your fully discharged battery is at 11 
volts. So you have 6 volts across the lamp. As your battery charges to 
13.8, the voltage across the lamp goes down and you approach "trickle" 
voltage level. 


There are lots of alternatives with regulators--constant voltage, constant 
current and variable, buy now your getting more complicated.

I have installed a battery bank (consisting for now of two 

substantial car batteries) that I use as alternate power for my station. 
So far I have been simply charging them every few months with an 
automotive charger. The plot thickens: 


I picked up a wallwart at the Pacificon swapmeet that says it 
puts out 15V at 1.5A. I had intended it for testing of QRP rigs 


at 15V is the voltage I usually start with in the field. Unfortunately 
the open circuit voltage is more like 19V, so that purpose is not 

well served with this wallwart. So, I would presume that it could be 
used to tricke charge my battery bank with an appropriate charge 
control/regulator. 


I would appreciate detailed references as to how to build or 
where to buy such a device. Again, I have a 19V source that will 
likely sustain 15V at 1.5A and would like to trickle-charge a 
significant lead acid battery bank. 


Still stuck at 99 worked toward DXCC Millenium /QRP. Last one worked 
was a goodie though: ZM8CW, Kermadec. I just couldn't get VP2EY or 
HK7AAG to come back to finish it off.

Friends, 


I just realized that I have been on the air with my Warbler EVERY 
evening since I built it almost two weeks ago. Every time I get on 
the air I make multiple contacts. I have seven states in the log. 
There is no doubt that the Warbler is a serious rig. This ain't no 
"toy radio" folks. 


One evening during a round table I asked several stations to check my 
IMD. I was dismayed to find it was only -15 dB. This had to be 
fixed. 


I discovered that the Windows 98 "volume" control setting changed in 
rather coarse steps, not linearly. I was already down to the lowest 
possible step that produced output but was still overdriving the sound 
card. The cure was to break the PC board trace between J2 and the 
junction of capacitors C1 and C101 and insert a 100k ohm pot. Audio 
from the sound card is fed to the outside pins of the pot (from J2) 
and the center (slider) connects to C1 and C101. Now with the Win98 
volume control set to mid scale I can adjust the audio drive from zero 
to four watts output with DigiPan in Tune mode. I adjust the pot to 
the point where the r.£. output just stops increasing and then back 
down slightly. I am happy to report that my IMD has gone from - 15 dB 
to -24 dB. 


I noticed another problem. If I moved the cables going from the sound 
card to the Warbler, the output power would change slightly. I puta 
ferrite choke on the cables and the problem disappeared. Note that my 
antenna is a roof mounted vertical and one of the 80 meter radials 
passes directly over the ceiling of my shack. It is no more than 
three or four feet away. And the Warbler is sitting naked (no 
cabinet) on top of the desk. 


Just so there is no misunderstanding, none of these problems can be 
traced back to the Warbler itself. It's a fantastic little rig and I 
love it. See you in the waterfall.

>Does this mean that the dual "VFOs" will allow full-duplex cross-band 
>operation for satellite work? The supplied antenna appears to be a 
>VHF/UHF rubber ducky. 


No. It means half/duplex operation - ie, tx freq. stored in a memory with 
a rx freq. in the same memory on a different band. So, when you hit the tx 
button, your radio changes bands but you cannot hear while 

transmitting. Also, HF comes out on the same connector. VHF/UHF comes out 
on the other connector. Therefore, if you are doing half-duplex work on 
different bands but they are BOTH in HF or BOTH on V/U, then your antenna 
has to work on both bands as well. 


Examples: 

RS mode K - 15 m tx, 10 m rx - same connector - antenna has to work on both 
15 and 10. 

RS mode A - 2 m tx, 10 m rx - different connectors - hf antenna on one 
connector for 10 meters and a different antenna for 2 meters on the other 
connector. 

Mode B - 7Ocm tx, 2 m receive - same antenna for both 7Ocm and 2 meters has 
to be dual band. 


This provides for tricky satellite operation as you cannot hear your signal 
while transmitting but it can be done is you pay close attention to the 
satellite band plan and account for doppler shift. In fact, doppler shift 
is so small on 15 meters and 10 meters that folks have used regular HF rigs 
that operate dual VFOs on different bands but do not operate full-duplex 
for quite a while. So, YES, it is a satellite capable rig, just not a full 
duplex, full featured one.

>significant lead acid battery bank. 


Your unregulated supply might be usable as-is, if it were applied 
carefully. 


The key to charging Lead-Acid batteries is to a) maintain sufficient cell 
voltage without b) boiling away the electrolyte with excess charging. 
Undercharging cells can lead to sulfating, which renders the battery 
incable of taking a charge. Your current practice of charging the 
batteries every few months may result in this. It's the main failure mode 
of lead-acid cells. The other problem with using an automotive charger is 
that most charge at a high rate all the time -- if you forget and leave 
it on too long, you'll damage the battery by reducing the electrolyte. 


Since lead-acid cells self-discharge over time, keeping sufficient charge 
is a matter of monitoring cell voltage and applying charge current when 
appropriate. If the charge rate is low enough, it can be left on all the 
time without damage to the cell. (Essentially, other than compensating 
for self-discharge, this charge current heats the cell and keeps it warm, 
which isn't bad so long as it doesn't get too hot to evaporate all the 


electrolyte) 


There are two-rate charger designs which charge at a high current 
initially, then when the battery voltage rises to a given point, a low 
current is maintained to keep the battery at the fully-charged state. Any 
good charging system should have this feature. 


A quick search of the ARRL QST/QEX index indicates a May 1994 article on 
a lead-acid battery charger. Perhaps that's a start. 


One note: You mentioned you used automotive batteries. I'd suggest these 
batteries aren't well-designed for this service. Auto batteries are 
designed to give one massive discharge (engine start), then be 
continuously recharged (engine run). They aren't designed to be gradually 
discharged over time. When pressed into this service, the cells can short 
out (rendering the battery useless) after just a dozen cycles. 


The proper battery is one designed for this service -- a so-called deep 
cycle battery. They are also called marine batteries due to their use to 
power electric trolling motors. It has a different plate construction 
that's more conducive to gradual discharage.

Brad, this is my best guess. Either there is a short between the dot and 
dash paddle inputs or the chip is bad. Unplug the paddle and use a clip 
lead to connect a ground to the dot or dash paddle contact on the keyer 
jack. If you get a continuos run of dots or dashes, your paddle is not 
working/wired correctly. If the condition still happens check the wiring and 
circuit traces in the keyer again for a short a solder bridge.

I got the pcb from far circuits for the November 2000 qst project 
"A Flexible Digital-Mode Interface". Fortunately I had all the parts in my 
junk box. 


I plan on using the interface with a FT1000D. The transciever has a 
connector on the back for a digital voice recorder (DVS-2). It has a PTT 
line, Voice-IN, Voice-Out, Cntrl-1, Cntrl-2, GND and 9+ vdc. 


This is great because when the DVS PTT line is grounded, the phone patch 
and microphone inputs are muted and the transmitter is keyed. 
Cntrl-2 enables Voice-In. 


It seems that I won't need K1 in the qst interface. The question is why 
not run the TLO82 off of the 9VDC line at DVS-2 jack ? Although the 
FT1000D conveniently has a 12vdc phono jack on the back of the xcvr, it 
would be more convenient to use one cable from the radio to the interface. 


Next problem is finding the matching DIN connector for DVS-2..... Anyone 
have one ?

The power was actually applied to the rig as the pix were 
taken ! The one glowing orange is the OA3 VR-75 and the 

less-noticeable one is the OD3 VR-150 which glows purple. 


Also, there is an older Meissner Deluxe Signal Shifter at auction, several 
listings below the one for the EX, FMX. 

It was THIS model which had no xtal control and which became infamously 
known as the "Meissner Signal Drifter" etc. :) 

The EX, of course, continued that tradition whenever one attempted to 
operate it in ECO or, more recognizably today, VFO mode.

I agree with the general principle expressed here. It is, IMHO, an 
extension of the more fundamental premise -- there is a big gap between 5 
wpm and the conversational or contest speeds used by most CW afficionados. 
How are we, aS a primarily CW community, going to help foster the interests 
and development of the new hams who are learning and passing a 5 wpm test? 
Can we do so? When I got on the air as a Novice in 1963, at 4 wpm, I found 
plenty of people to talk to. Using the very natural process of getting on 
the air and having QSOs, I naturally progressed to 13 wpm and passed my 
General. Though I didn't upgrade from there my first time around, I 
progressed equally naturally to about 30 wpm. 


What about today? Where and how will that 5 wpm-tested ham who wants to 
give CW a whirl find the 5, 6, 8, 10, 13, 20 ++ wpm hams to naturally 
increase code speed? Us? Let's face it, if we are tuning the bands and 
hear a 4 wpm CQ, are we really going to answer it and give the guy or gala 
contact? Some of us, some times, perhaps, but for the most part, that new 
ham will not get answers and will go back up the band where he or she can 
talk to other hams quite enjoyably on phone, or will stay on the lower part 
of the band and use one of those new fangled digital modes -- on my 
operating frequency, I am sure. :-) 


The only way most hams will have of getting from 5 wpm to 25 wpm is by code 
practice -- W1AW or computer. I gotta' tell ya', folks; had that been my 
only option in 1963, I would NOT have found it enjoyable and would have 
found ham radio to be a lot less exciting than the other things competing 
for my attention, even back then. 


In the SS, I stuck at about 18 wpm. I did get one call from a slower ham, 
and had to remind myself to slow down. I got a LOT of calls from faster 
hams. Maybe some know me and knew that 40 wpm is just fine, but many did 
not know my code capability, but called me QRQ anyway. If I was a 5 wpm ham, 
I would not even think of calling CQ. Heck, even at 15 wpm, I would be 
scared to death that some hotshot would embarass the heck out of me. 


With the reality of restructuring, the real future of CW is in our hands 
("our" being the experienced CW ops). If we don't take the time to foster 
the development of CW ops, 20 years from how we will have only those of us 
who are still alive, talking at 30+ wpm to each other, in between the phone 
and digital stations, bemoaning the loss of the good old days when hams were 
hams because they were tested for CW. It is a future that is entirely 
likely, unless we take the time to give the time to those of the new’ hams 
who will find out for themselves just what is so cool and fun about CW. So 
far, I am not encouraged -- I see little time being given, and little 
slow-speed CW activity. The two factors are feeding on each other, and my 
favorite mode, though always permitted to me, will indeed see fewer and 
fewer proponents.

> New hams who only do 5 wpm to get a license will never get to 
> contest speeds, I can barely do it myself. The insistence that 
> CW contesting be done at 40wpm and up is discouraging to new hams. 


I agree with the general principle expressed here. It is, IMHO, an 
extension of the more fundamental premise -- there is a big gap between 5 
wpm and the conversational or contest speeds used by most CW afficionados. 
How are we, aS a primarily CW community, going to help foster the interests 
and development of the new hams who are learning and passing a 5 wpm test? 
Can we do so? When I got on the air as a Novice in 1963, at 4 wpm, I found 
plenty of people to talk to. Using the very natural process of getting on 
the air and having QSOs, I naturally progressed to 13 wpm and passed my 
General. Though I didn't upgrade from there my first time around, I 
progressed equally naturally to about 30 wpm. 


What about today? Where and how will that 5 wpm-tested ham who wants to 
give CW a whirl find the 5, 6, 8, 10, 13, 20 ++ wpm hams to naturally 
increase code speed? Us? Let's face it, if we are tuning the bands and 
hear a 4 wpm CQ, are we really going to answer it and give the guy or gala 
contact? Some of us, some times, perhaps, but for the most part, that new 
ham will not get answers and will go back up the band where he or she can 
talk to other hams quite enjoyably on phone, or will stay on the lower part 
of the band and use one of those new fangled digital modes -- on my 
operating frequency, I am sure. :-) 


The only way most hams will have of getting from 5 wpm to 25 wpm is by code 
practice -- W1AW or computer. I gotta' tell ya', folks; had that been my 
only option in 1963, I would NOT have found it enjoyable and would have 
found ham radio to be a lot less exciting than the other things competing 
for my attention, even back then. 


In the SS, I stuck at about 18 wpm. I did get one call from a slower ham, 
and had to remind myself to slow down. I got a LOT of calls from faster 
hams. Maybe some know me and knew that 40 wpm is just fine, but many did 
not know my code capability, but called me QRQ anyway. If I was a 5 wpm ham, 
I would not even think of calling CQ. Heck, even at 15 wpm, I would be

scared to death that some hotshot would embarass the heck out of me. 


With the reality of restructuring, the real future of CW is in our hands 
("our" being the experienced CW ops). If we don't take the time to foster 
the development of CW ops, 20 years from how we will have only those of us 
who are still alive, talking at 30+ wpm to each other, in between the phone 
and digital stations, bemoaning the loss of the good old days when hams were 
hams because they were tested for CW. It is a future that is entirely 
likely, unless we take the time to give the time to those of the new’ hams 
who will find out for themselves just what is so cool and fun about CW. So 
far, I am not encouraged -- I see little time being given, and little 
slow-speed CW activity. The two factors are feeding on each other, and my 
favorite mode, though always permitted to me, will indeed see fewer and 
fewer proponents.
